Warre too often aflault the braycſt Champions: And we

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are bound to pray againſtall Temptationsin what kind ſo- 
ever. 

1 am not, dare not be of his Religion, who ſaid, thar 
Gunpowder in the Field gave as ſweet 4 Perfume, as Incenſe 
at the Alter: And yet, fuch may bethe caſc, and ſuch 
now it is,that the Incenſe at the Alcar burnes the ſwecter 
for the Gunpowder in the Field. The ſmoak of the Ca. 
nonis good orbad, as the cauſe is ſoz and that which 
proves aſtench, an odious ſtench inthe noſtrills ot the Al. 
mighty, when it is fired ro blow upa State, when it is fajr- 
ly exerciſed to defend Religion, then it ſmclls like the pre- 
cious Oyntment upon Aarons Head. 

I preſume, the Socixian is nothere, who ſubſcribes to 
the unlawfulneſſe of all warre; ſo ſubtlcly taught the -4na- 
baptiſt once, till he had'compaſſed a mighty ſtrength, and 
a Power of reſiſtance: He taught ſo, till he made Germany 
recle with his thundering Legions, borrowing that ver 
argumenttobeat down the ſwerd of Warre, which the 
tewes at this day make uſe of, to cry downthe Saviour of 
the World, andthe Princeof Peace, as not yet come; viz. 
Thatin rhe time of the Goſpell all Nationsare required ro 
beat their Swords into Plow ſhares., and. their Speares in- 
to Pruining hookes, Whereas indeed the Prophets doe 
hereby commend' untous, not the Practice of. Chriſtians, 
but the Doctrine of Chrift. If we would put on the Lord 
leſus, that ſame love and meckneſſe , which we ought to 
do, and become ſuch men, as Chriſt in his Goſp:ll charg- 
eth us to be, there would be no need of the Sword then, we 
ſhould be greater ſtrangers thento the lowd reports of 
Warre, then we are how to the ſweet ſounds of Peace. 

Butnow, the Almighty, who is himſelfe the Lord of 
Hoſts, as well asthe God of Peace, hath put a Sword into

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thehand ofthe ſupream Magiſtrate,aſharpeedgedSwors 
not a painted Dagger; and Waerres well grounded are 
noughtelſe ( ſaith my Author) but ſutes of Appeale 10 the 
great Conſiſtory of Heaven.

Nor yer Prerogativa Regs, raiſed asa ſtep or ſtaire to Ty- 
ranny: But were both of them like the two eyes inthe 
Body, ſhedding equalllight, and darting forth a comfar. 
tableſhine to the head and to the interiour members. Com. 
pare theſe times with what we have loſt, andour Fathers 
daycs will run the danger of an Yrepis, be deem'd rather 
the ſport ofa luxuriant Fancy, then any reall truth. Then, 
when the King ſeemd rather a Steward for the people, then 
a Lord everthcm, and when the People were ſoendear'd 
into the favour of the Prince, as ifthere had been an holy 

kind of Anarchy in State, andevery man had been both a 
King and a SubjeR: well may weingemicatethe Rapture, 
and Cry,O thrice kappy, O thrice bleſſed Peace. 

And yet toredeeme thoſe times, and to recover that 
Peace, the bleſſings whereof we have learn'd ſothroughly 
* from the miſerable cffe&ts of Warre; God knowes haw 
few rhere be who are contented to {pend more then an 
empty Prayer, alittle wholſome breath, and acheap wiſh: 
I will wiſhthee Proſperity'; and I will now ſay, Peace be 
within thee. If words could make the purchaſe, ſhould 
we not ail be buyers ? But, I will ſeek thy good; fſeekit 
through

through fire and water, engage my.Life 8& Fortune for the 
Peace of Zeruſalew, I doubt me this will prove a hard 
Chapter to thoſe , who through avarice, lazineſſe, or 
Cowatrdice, have cauſckſly, reſolved before hand, we ſhall 
be all undone; and therefore make it their only ſhifting ſtu- 
dy, howto fall laſt in the Ficld. Whereas indeed God 
may juſtly challenge the very ſpring of our Adtions, and' 
therein is to be inyocated and petitioned, nor: only withthe 
Heart and Tongue, but likewiſe with the Hand, or what 6- 
ther member we can finde more Adtive, for the procute- 
ment of our Peace. Forotherwile, to Pray with the Lipps, 
and unpray with the Hand,'4.e. to begge Peace at: Gods 
hands, and ſcarce ſtrerch out our Ownto take it, what is 
this, but to play handy dandy with our maker? We would 
kave Peace, but not yet, Lord; or, we would have Peace 
butarcloathto Buy itz Or,if Buy we muſt, will not a little 
Sweat ſerve the turne? This marketting and chaffering for 
Gods bleſſing, which was wont to be cheap at the price of 
Blood,is todally with his mercy, and calls afſuredly for 
his Tuſtice, EN 

How much better therefore that poſture of the men of 
18d4ah, whom we find with a Petition in their mouth, and a 
{word in their hand? Theyctyed unto the Lord their God, 
and Fought withtheir enemies. 2.Chr08.13.14. & 14-11. 
indeed, as the Kings *t&«noe, in the laſt verſe of this 
Pſalme, ſignifies a through Secking,a Search with Prayer; 
ſoatthe ſixth verſe, the;Peoples 'frwrioans , 15a through 
Praying,a Prayer not without Seeking;and in both words 
we read great endeayours. 

It ſeems, the Peace of 1eruſalem was loſt, as doth ap- 
pear by Davids ſecking for it: And he ſought it in the 3/27.

And, think we, he 
would: have parted with his Wives, his [ozarhan, his 
friends and ſervants, (and you know,all this he parted with 
afterwards, out of a pure loveto Peace would he have fl-d 
from the great City to Mahanaim,and chang'd the Royall - 
Palace for the Cave Adulam? r.Sam. 22.2. Where weread, 
that every one that was in diftreſſe, (to wit,tora good con. 
ſcience ſake) andevery one that was in debt ( i.e. beggar'd 
and undone, they and their Children, by the rage of apre- 
vatiing Enemy ) and every one that was diſcontented , or 
bitter of ſoule{ to wit, to ſee the Lords annoymed ſo ma- 
litipuſly rcaduced and perſecuted) gathered themſelves unto 
him, and he became a Captain over them : and there were 
with him about foure hundred men : not above foure hun- 
dred men at firſt, when he defended himſelfe tro 4ſſaffenes; 
and but fix hundred men at firſt, to ſhicld him from the Re- 
belhion-ot Abſolom,2.Sem.15.18.And (think we) he would 
haveendured all this, and have fet up with a handfull of 
men againſtthe many thouſands of 1/rael, had it not bin by 
fome particular /texand encouragement from Heaven, to 
g01n queſt for ſome ſuch rare publique blefling, as the
